World’s Fair Director of Works 
Says He Hopes to Quit His 
Post Soon. 


Isaac 8. Taylor, director of works for the 
World's Fair, denied Monday morning a 
rumor which had gained prevalence at the 
World’s Fair that he had resigned. 

His denial was confirmed by Secretary 
W. B. Stevens, who said no resignation 
nad been received, and that he knew noth- 
ing of any reason for a resignation or any 
intention of its being presented. 

The rumor was that Mr. Taylor wrote 
out and presented his resignation after a 
difference of opinion with President Fran- 
cis. Mr. Taylor said: 

“IT have been engaged in World's Fair 
work for three years, and I am. tired of it.

More 
than 10000 arrests have been arranged for 
by George W. Morgan, state superintend- 
ent of elections, provided the men con- 
cerned attempt to vote. About 1000 election 
deputies will be at work also, the largest 
number employed by the state election bu- 
reau.

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Interesting Facts About the Two Greatest Wealth:Producing Crops 
Grown on American Soil—What They Mean to the Country. 


Condensed from Articles in the World's 

Work. 

On the Eik Valley 
kota, #@ harvesters follow in line, 
reaping a six-foot swath of wheat. 

The harvesting laborer begins the season 
in Oklahoma and works northward into 
Kansas, Nebraska, North Dakota and even 
Canada. In the winter he works back 
south again in the lumber woods. He fol- 
lows the seasons. 

More than a million new harvesters are 
sold every year. They range from the or- 
dinary three-horse kind to the California 
monster, that heads, gathers and threshes 
a swath 14 feet wide, leaving the grain 
bagged on one side and the straw bound on 
the other. 

In many Kansas counties the “poor 
farms’ have, for lack of other use, been 
turned into experiment stations. In Muin- 
nesota a professor of the agricultural col- 
lege has added five bushels an acre to the 
apparent possible yield of the fields simply 
by improving the seed. 

The United States raises one-fifth of the 
world’s wheat. 

A fiood of 88,000,000. bushels of wheat ev- 
ery year flows into Minneapolis mills. One 
elevator has a capacity of 6,000,000 bushels. 
The city alone exports 5,000,000 barrels of 
flour. 

Wellington, Kan., has 4000 population and 
three banks. Three-fourths of the direc- 
tors are wheat-growing farmers, and five- 
sixths of the deposits are wheat money. 
Kansas farm lands are worth $40 to $60 an 
acre, and in some counties there is prac- 
tically no waste area.

Three-fourths of the capital 
stock of all the. national banks in the coun- 
try would amount to the same sum. 

Cotton exports amounted to $250,000,000 last 
year, and will be more this year. All other 
farm products together came to less than 

For the last five crops the South has re- 
ceived nearly $800,000,000 more than for the 
five preceding crops. For the crop of 1908 
the planters received $325,000,000 more than 
for that of 1838. 


This excess alone for the single year 1903 
would amount: to $20 for every inhabitant 
of the southern states, or $100 for every 
family. For every family actually rais- 
ing cotton it would mean a surplus of $225. 

Bank deposits in the South have within 
the last 12 months increased two and a 
half times as rapidly as in the rest of the 
country. 

Says a member of the North Carolina 
board of agriculture: “I can take any farm 
in the state and pay for it with two crops 
of cotton.”’ 

Nearly two-thirds of the cotton farms 
and about five-elghths of the cotton acre- 
age are cultivated by white farmers, More 
than half of the white farmers own their 
farms, and about one-fifth of the negroes, 
Vhere are thus more. than one hundred 
thousand negroes who farm cotton lands of 
their own. 

Deal Jackson, a North Carolina negro 
planter, farms 2000 acres of the best land 
in the state, and it is his own. His family 
runs nine ploughs. 

The farmers used to realize only $5,000,000 
for their cottonseed. They now get $100,000,- 
000. The difference would be $7 for each 
family in the country. 

More cotton is now spun in southern than 
in northern mills. 

Sixty per cent of our cotton still goes to 
European mills to be worked up.

Have you tried the new cooking process? 
“‘Kryptol”’ is the latest wrinkle. It resem: 
bles common sand and is in four grades of 
coarseness. First, get a table with a slate 
or other stone slab on it, and incldse the 
latter in a wooden frame whose edge rises 
one inch above the surface. Attach a car- 
bon electrode to two opposite sides and 
introduce the electric current by means of 
insulated wires. Now sprinkle over the slab 
a quantity of ‘“‘kryptol,’’ turn on the cur- 
rent, and in a few seconds you have a 
bed of white-hot sand, producing a heat 
Cold water is driven to 
the boiling point in three minutea You 
may brush the “kryptol” about as you 
please, placing the heat exactly where it is 
wanted. The thinner the layer of ‘“kryp- 
toi’’ the greater the heat. In fact, the in- 
candescence is produced only in thin spots, 
while a thick bed can be stirred with the 
naked hand. Set the cooking utensil on 
the ‘‘kryptol” and preceed with the prep- 
aration of the meal.—New York Press.

Nov. 7.—Zine ore rallied 
after the slump of last week and sold at 
$46 in isolated sales. The assay basis was 


$2. Lead advanced 50 cents per ton, sell- 
ing all week at $4 per ton. pelter prices 
are not very strong, but it was demon- 
strated a. few weeks ago that the price 
of spelter does not rule the prices of the 
raw material and that conditions are as 
they should be, the price of the manufac- 
tured product being governed by the price 
of the raw material. The zinc production 
for this year has been much larger than 
for the same period and the price has been 
better, but the demand has been greater. 
New uses are constantly being found for 
zine ore, and without spelter the steel trust 
would be in a bad way. Last year 82,400 
tons of spelter were used for galvanizing 
purposes, which is equal to about one-half 
of the production. 
The largest nugget of zinc ore ever taken 
from a mine in the district was hoisted 
from the shaft of the Adirondack Minin 
Company last week. The nugget waighe 
2320 pounds and is almost solid zinc ore.
